'J ho denouement of this affair came off
next morning in a duel, in which Sheldon
was unhurt, whilo hie anlogonist fell inor
t illy wounded. In conscqiuancs, by the arl
vie of some of his brother oUioera Sheldon
went lo tli tmgineiittd army on the north
em frontier, ami it) dita time procured a
regular transfer to another regiment in that
quarter. One of the incidents of the follow-in- g

campaigu was the siege of Fort Erie,
and the celebrated sortie of the gairison,
whereby the British were driven off with
great less in killed, wounded aud prisoners,
among the latter of whotu was their gen-
eral in command.

He
coulessed however, to a change of opinion
in tlii.t regard, an abhorrence of the practice
of dm llit g, and bis .determination never
again to-b- engaged in it; and iu proof of
Ins sincerity alio.! several cliHllengea he
bnd since received 'uid dedinod, They
know me now.'' said lie, "and that ft is nut
coward ice that iulluencea ie, and 1 care
littlo wlmt they say." ;

On returning to the border, lie, found
Lake Ontario frozen over and a very pleas-
ant Intercourse 'established between the
officers of tho opposing armies, who met
dnily in skating parties on the hike.

This was followed by a blow from a
cane in tho hands of the ollicer aforesaid,
returned by one from Sheldon's fist, when
a melee was prevented by the interference
of others. Ol' course, a challenge was the
result, when Sheldon aware Unit he hsd
transgressed tho bounds of propriety, de-

termined to give his opponent un opportu-
nity to Rutisty his honor, without ho him-
self enduiiguiing the other's life.

It became known that tho challenger was
nn elderly ollicer and a (lend shot, wiio had
left bis reputation for skill with tho pistol
in the record of four fatal duels in w bich
ho had been a principal, w hile on the West
India station. Of com se, Sheldon expected
to hill, and made all his preparations lor his
lust bivouac ou the frontier. But up to tho
moment of meeting his adversary 'and even
later, he adhered to his determination not
to attempt a deadly return.

Sheldon stood and calmly looked his oppo-
nent in the eye, whilo tho latter coolly took
deliberate aim and fired us tho word was
pronounced. His bullet winged some of
the abundant locks 4ibovo Sheldon's ear,
who then ruined liis pistol nnd fired into
the air, remarking that ho hoped bis

was satisfied. A prompt and sullen
negative was tho reply.'

Tho fact was, tho unusual cold of the morn-
ing had deranged the usuully infalliblo aim
of the professed duoliat, who always scut
his bullet through the head of his opponnt,
and had been essaying hitherto the same
practice In the presout instance, Plow,
however, ho changed his tactics, aud at the
third round, both fired simultaneously, his
antagonist's bull grazing Sheldon's breast to
the ril'8 and sternum, while the tuttor's shot
waa buried in the forehead of tho othnr,
causing him to fall forward on his face, dead
without a motion. ' " '

Sheldon's hurt being ' a flesh wound
merely, required only care and attention for
awhile to effect his complete restoration.
But with his nmiul carelessness he persisted
iu treating it as a " mere scratch," which,
by bis taking cold, became Inflamed and
began to uffoot his lungs. When Gcuerul
Miller visited the finutiwr in the spring, he
noticed a change in Sheldon's health, end
learning the circumstances suid, " Young
man, your case requires prompt attention.
This is no place for you; you must go
where you can have rest aud the best med-
ical skill." Ha accordingly mado immedi-
ate arrangements uud sent him to Fort

in BoBton harbor ft r proper
tria'meiit. But he had neglected hinisilf
too long ; consumption had taken too deep
a In Id upon him to be ntiscuted, and uflur
a few lingering mouths, he succumbed, re-

gretting only that he could not die on the
battle-field- , facing the foes of his country.

My object in this sketch Ims been, not to
justify the man or his practices, but simply
to claim a niche for him in the temple of

If the cession of tha whole of Russian
Ameiiou) to the United Blahs is ratified, it
will be a very important event: not be-

cause the acquisition ol a large tract of laud
by the United Slutus pioiuinca un increase
of power ; for territorial extension is not
desirable, and Kiu.sian America is no para-
dise ; yet it may prove an eldoiado iu fur,
and its situation on the northwest coast ol
the Continent w ill be of great significance.
Tho territory is 17,fiUt) ((jeimnn) square
miles in an a, Iving on the northwest slope
ol the Rocky Mountains; has many snow-peak- s

and volcanoes, und is densely wood-
ed in the valleys,. and on the rivers and in-

lets of the coast rungo. The coast has many
harbors, hut in by the I'l iuceuf Wales aud
George llld's Archipelagoes. The Kossack
Dvchoues first discovered Behring's Straits,
which wore explored by Iblit ing 80 years
afterward, and receiver! his mime. The
volcanoes are generally Very high, and
streams abundant, though unemployed. Thu
clittale is very diversified, and much milder
than between the same parallels uu the
eastern coast of America or Eastern Asia,
Tho coust, as far as the peninsula of Aliuxku,
has mild Winters and cool Summers, with
abundant rains, very fuvuruhlu to regula-
tion ; but fruit trees do not prespor. There
tire scarcely 7U0 Hussians amoi g the 70,000
iiihubi'uiits, just one to a .hundred; 1,000
arc half brecJa of Hussians aud Indians.
Only li.OOO Indians are civilized, and the
rest tiro scattered .over the vast region.
Esquimaux inhabit the euBlcm half of

and there are iibout 2.000 Aloo8 iu
the eastern portion ; they also inhabit the
islands of their name, Tho seal of govern,
u. cut of the country iB l, con-
taining 2,200 inhabitants. Twenty five years
ago, it had not a population of more than
bOO bouIh. The timber and furs of the
country became very useful wheu the Rus-
sians settled ou tho Amour; up to that time it
was more ol a burden than a blessing. For
America, the case is quite ilitlerent. The
purchase annexes the middle portion, on
the west of the British auriferous regions,
that England has long regarded with a'cov-etoti- s

eye. This northwestern coast of
America is out of the regular course ol
commerce. This will now change ; aud the
year 1807 will bo the beginning of u now
era for it. "

portance to the Czur. Now that Russia is
casting a longing look ou Western Asia
her sovereign is conscious of the importance
of a friendly union w ith a mighty naval
power on the Western Continent.

For these reasons the negotiations in
Washington are watched with great anx
iety by France and England.' .
